To Hit Week 
Of Holidays 


Private railway workers are 
expected to call off walkouts on 
April 3 and 6 and instead 
launch a series of atrikes dur- 
ing the “golden week” of holli- 
days late next month. 

That was reported yesterday 
by spokesmen close to the Gen- 
eral Council of Private Railway 
Workers Union. 


The union’s strategy commit 
tee will meet this afternoon and 
the new plans for the protract- 
ed struggle is expected to be 
adopted. 

The Switch in strike strategy 
was made after union leaders 
judged the strikes would de- 
liver a more telling blow to 
management if they -were car- 
ried out during the outing sea- 
son. Union leaders also feared 
public opinion against the 
unionists in case of another 
weekday strike. 


Labor and management are 
Slated to meet tonight. Labor 
changed its original Increase de- 
mand of ¥2,500 and presented a 
new demand of ¥1,350. 


However, management show- 
ed no sign of trudging from its 
stand on the Central Labor Re- 
lations Board's ¥1,000 award. 

Observers said it would be dif- 
fiewlt to come to any compro- 
Mise in tonight's meeting. 


PO Rallies Apr. 5 


Postal workers in the midst 
of a stiff fight for higher wages 
are scheduled to hold workshop 
rallies lasting from 30 minutes 
to two hours on April 5. 


The rallies will be held at the 
the Postal Services Ministry, 14 
railway post offices, 10 local pos- 
tal savings bureaus, 27 postal 
savings bureaus, 6 postal insur- 
ance bureaus and various spe- 
cially designated post offices, 

The struggle has been timed 
with the fifth-wave “resort-to- 
force” tactics by workers of 
Gevernment enterprises. The 
taetics will start April 5. 


The headquarters of the 
Japan Postal Workers Union 
(Zentei) issued a struggle order 
to all its locals Saturday. 


If the rallies are carried out 
as ‘scheduled, it is feared mail 
services in the country would 
be hampered greatly. 


Meanwhile, informed sources 
predicted that Postal Services 
Ministry authorities will en- 
force the scheduled disciplinary 
action against Zentei unionists 
after the fifth-wave action is 
over. 


They said, however, the ac- 
tion would affect only about 10 
persons, including Zentei chair- 
man and other top-ranking 
union leacers. 


Meanwhile, metropolitan sub- 
way. workers Saturday after- 
noon called off their wicket-de- 
serting strike temporarily until 
Monday. The walkout began 
Friday following an over-all 24 
hour strike Thursday. 


The walkout was suspended 
voluntarily by the union which 
said that strike should be avert- 
ed because the metropolitan 
subway is operated on a corpor 
ation basis and, moreover, it is 
now pushing a gigantic con- 
struction work. 

The subway union is sched- 
uled to study its struggle meas- 
ures at a meeting of its strate- 
gists this afternoon,

of maritime law, It began Feb. 
24, and is due’ to end April 25.

Major Share of Economic Aid 
Received by Asia, Far East 


UNITED NATIONS (AP)— 
Asia and the Far East have 
been getting the major share of 
world economic aid to under- 
developed areas, 


This wae reported in the first 
U.N, survey of world economic 
aid, contained in the 1957 U.N. 
Statistical Yearbook now com- 
ing off the presses. 

Total world economic aid, ex- 
cluding the Soviet Union and 
Eastern European countries, 
was estimated at $5,510,000,000 
for the three-year period 1954- 
55-56, Of the total, Asia and 
the Far East got more than half, 
or $2,920,000,000, 

The yearbook said Soviet 
figures were omitted because of 
lack of adequate information. A 
U.S. State Department tabula- 
tion issued in January estimated 


the Soviet Union spent $1,885,- 
000,000 in economic and military 
aid from July 1, 19855, through 
Dec. 31, 1957, including $400 mil- 
lion in military help to Egypt 
and Syria. 

Individual countries contribut- 
ed $4,960,000,000 and = interna. 
tional agencies 550 million of 
the world total. The United 
States led among the countries 
with almost 60 per cent of the 
total, or $2,800,000,000, 

African countries received

Even a  Liberal-Democratic 
Party member admitted, in that 
event, no one In their camp 
would have been able to win the 
election because they were far 
behind tn preparation for the 
election. 

Saved for the time being from 
the dreadful possibility that the 
post of governor of the Japanese 
capital may be usurped by So- 
clalists, the Liberal-Democratic 
Party is jubilant, whereas their 
opponents are deeply depressed. 
if they win in the Tokyo 
gubernatorial election the So- 
claliste can make an impressive 
political slogan out of it, saying 
that the conservatives are on 
the decline and the progressives 
are on ascendancy. 

Relieved Liberal - Democratic 
politicians are now talking con- 
fidentiy about the results of the 
eiect.cn to be held next spring 
when Yasui serves gut his term. 
They point out that Socialist 
Arita was beaten by a margin 
of 100,000 votes in the last elec- 
tion In April 1955. 

They argue Arita cannot col- 
tect women’s votes and many 
other sections of voters. ‘ 
Lastly, the Liberal-Democrats 
bare thelr optimistic prospect 
for next spring on the damage, 
hoth morale and financial, that 
the Socialist Party must have 
suffered as the result of Yasuil’s 
change of mind. 

They predict the Socialists 
will encounter great difficulty in 
financing the election campaign 
which must be started. all over 
again. 

Socialist leaders. meanwhile, 
feel that the Socialist defeat in 
the previous gubernatorial elec- 
tion was due to lack of unity 
between right- and left-wing So- 


Gov. Yasui 


sume, ie that Arita failed to at- 
tract the small businessmen’s 
yote. 


They sey, however, the next 
gubernatorial election will be a 
very close fight. 


Arita is strongly recommend- 
ed to governorship by the Gen- 
eral Council of Japan Trade 
Unions (Sohyo), the Japan 
Trade Union Congress (Zenro) 
and neutral unions. 


He is backed by the “Over- 
All Election Countermeasures 
Headquarters,” formed by the 
Federation of Metropolitan Gov- 
ernment Workers Unions (To- 
roren), Sohvo’s Tokyo Local 
Congress and Zenro’s Tokyo Dis- 
trict Council. 

The Socialists are accusing 
Yasui of pursuing “hephazard” 
policies, indicating lack of self- 
confidence. 

They are of the opinion that 
although the gubernatorial elec- 
tion has been held up until next 
spring no appropriate conserva- 
tive candidate other than Yasui 
ean be found. This, they pres 
ume, will give Tory forces little 
chance to win the next gover- 
norship fight. 

Arita has the advantage over 
his opponent in obtaining 
more votes from the 400,000 
new voters, which is consider- 
ed to be a decisive factor in 
the election. 

The results of the three post- 
war elections for Tokyo Gov- 
ernor were: 

1947: Yasui, 705,040; Daikichi- 
ro Tagawa (Socialist) 615,622 

1951: Yasul, 1,433,246; Kanju 
Kato 811,616 

1955 Yasui, 1,909,481; Arita, 
1,191,608 

Although the votes In the 
last election were generally 
low due to the poor turnout 
(59.6 per cent), it should be not- 
ed that Yasuil’s votes decreas- 
ed by some 120,000 against 
those in the 1951 election, while 
Arita polled 370,000 more 
votes than those obtained by 
Kato in the preceding election.

W. C, Handy is dead. The 84- 
year-old American Negro com- 
poser of “The Saint Louis} 
Blues” and many other Blues | 
songs succumbed to pneumonia 
last Friday in a New York hos- 
pital. 


Our deepest sympathies go to 
Irma Louise Handy, who was his 
private secretary, devoted wife 
and faithful “eyes”—the “Father 
of the Blues” was blind for the 
past 17 years and was confined 
lo a wheel chair as the result 
of a stroke that he suffered a} 
few years ago. ) 

Young at heart, America’s | 
most famous Blues composer | 
died an untimely death—he was, 
scheduled to attend the world 
premiere in St. Louis of his 
Paramount movie biography this 
week. And his next birthday | 
on Nov. 28 was to have been | 
celebrated with a star-studded 
party in Hollywood. 


Without a doubt, the name of 
W. C. Handy deserves to be in-| 
scribed in the Hall of Fame for | 
Great Americans, Throughout | 
his life he was a firm believer | 
that men, and women, 
created equal, 


were | 
whatever their 
creed or color. His 44-year-old 
ragtime classic, “The Saint 
Louis Blues,” has probably won 
more international goodwill for 
the United States than by any 
other means, 


Helped Win War 


The popular ptece certainly 
helped America win the last | 
war. This was vividly pictured | 
in the movie biography of an-| 
other great American musician, | 
the late Glenn Miller, whose | 
Stirring march arrangement of | 
“The Saint Louis Blues” swept 
the U.S. Army Air Force to vic 
tory. It is also said that Ethio- 
pian Emperor Haile Selassie’s 
military band played the tune 
as a hattle hymn. 


Ironically, the Japanese 
“thought” police banned “The 
Saint Louis Blues” here during 
the war. It is little known 
abroad, but W. C. Handy’s most 
internationally famous tune was 
also very popular in Japan way 
before hostilities. 

Throughout the years of 
peace, the record that has sold 
the most in this country is a 
Hawaiian tango version of “The 
Saint Louis Blues” by a group 
of Japanese musicians who call- 
ed themselves the Wailana 
Grass Shack Boys (Nippon 
Columbia has recently reissued 
this all-time hit on LL-15, a 45 
rpm single). 


Signature Tune 

Another platter that no selif- 
respecting Japanese tearoom 
would go without in those days 
was the British waxing by Joe 
Daniels and His Hotshots, who 
always played “The Saint Louis 
Blues” as their signature tune. 

Although Hoagy Carmichael's | 
immortal “Star Dust” is said to| 
be America’s most popular} 
song. “The Saint Louis Blues” | 
has been sung, played or rec- 
orded by more artists than any 
other tune in the world. Italso 
has the distinction of being the 
one with the most different ar- 
rangements, ranging from the 
tango to the mambo, from the 
harmonica to the pipe organ. 


Ever since W. C. Handy’s one- 
time stenographer and friend, 
Miss Ruth Bellamy, has been 
staying in Tokyo, the Japanese

If you haven't already pre 
pared service of a stud, it is 
best to start making arrange 
ments, If you have a trainer 
perhaps he would be able to 
introduce you to the owners of 
the potential “husband” so that 
you may observe him yourself, 
being especially particular 
about his temperament, confor- 
mation and blood lines. 

[ would like to interject a 
thought here so that vou will 
not be confounded by the ques 
tions as to what is good tem- 
perament, good conformation 
and good blood line. 

The field of dog breeding and 
genetics is a specialty within 
itself and one which has been 
developed over the years. by 
numerous breeding experi- 
ments, costly research and very 
often accompanied by disap- 
pointing results, 

However, from this course 
has evolved a science which is 
a well respected one and the

more formidable because of its] 


methods of arriving at conclu 
sive facts. That field is for 
the scientists and the profes 
sional dog breeders and it 
best to leave it alone unless 
you are in the forenamed cate 
gory. 

Inasmuch as this column is 
devoted solely to the pet owner 
who will breed the female dog 
for pleasure, a hobby, curiosity 
or even for minor profit, we 
will restrict the discussion to 
the choice of the stud to that 
information which is deemec 
most necessary, without Involv- 
ing the complexities of genes 
and chromosomes. 


Several important facts 
should be borne in mind, how: 
ever, when selecting a stud dog 
for breeding. 


1. Try and select one who is 
experienced—this is particular 
ly important if your female has 
not been bred before, 

2. While the stud’s appear. 
ance and temperament are of 
the best, it usually does not 
mean that the puppies will be 
so. This is where the blood 
line (pedigree) is important, in- 
sofar as the male acts solely -s 
a transmitter of hereditary fac- 
tors and not as the originator. 
Therefore, the grandparent’s 
and great grandparent’s infiu- 
ence will be most dominant in 
its appearance in your dame’s 
litter. 

The best stud is one which 
is a good physical specimen, 
who has good ancestors and is 
able to convey most of the de- 
sirable dominant traits of his 
grandparents or great grand- 
parents. It is possible that he 
may have them but cannot 
transmit them, while converse- 
ly the stud may have a poor 
conformation but be capabie 
of transmitting championship 
traits,

Munich 
would be a good choice, the LOC

Abe Discusses Operation 
Of Textile Quota System 


By SHELDON WRSSON 


OSAKA—Despite the wrangl- 
ing In the United States over 
the details of the cotton pro 
ducts quota system, and des ite 
the “short-sightedness” and “re- 
sentment” of certain specific 
segments of the textile Industry 
here, Japanese textile leaders 
still believe that the quota sys- 
tem is desirable, and they have 
no intention of altering its 
basic structure. 


Those are the opinions of 
Kojiro Abe, president of Tayo 
Spinning Co., Lid., and the chief 
spokesman for Japan's textile 
industries. Abe is chairman of 
the Japan Cotton Spinners Assn. 
and of the textile section of the 
Government + Industry Export 
Council. 


In the haggling over minor 
adjustments in Washington, 
people may be tending to lose 
sight of the fact that the quota 
system itself was established 
for the purpose of maintaining a 
friendly atmosphere in. interna- 
tional trade, Abe said in an in- 


terview, 

Double Criticism 
In subsequent conversation, 
his attitude implied that he 


meant this remark as a criticism 
both of Japanese sellers who are 
fighting over details, and also 
of American textile people who 
are trying to make the quota 
sy8tem more restrictive and 
more rigid than originally in- 
tended. 


While we still think that the 
basic quota figure of 235 million 
yards (of piece goods plus sec- 
ondary products) can hold for 
the five years originally agreed 
upon, still each year’s expert- 
ence should be used to make 
the following year's quota sy>s- 
tem “more realistic,” he argued. 


In support of this int he 
emphasized that “American pur- 
chase of Japanese cotton pro- 
ducts fell last year while Japa- 
nese purchases of American 
cotton increased,” ,

tem is “voluntary” on the part 
of the Japanese industry, there

Overprodaction Slump 


The Japanese textile industry 
will shake itself out of the cur- 
rent overproduction slump by 
late summer or early autumn, 
this textile executive predicted. 
(His own company has vast in- 
terests in the cotton, rayon and 
wool industries, as well as sever- 
al subsidiary enterprises.) The 
trouble is, he said, that textile 
mille still offer an attractive in- 
vestment field in Japan in re- 
lation to other light industries, 
as opposed to the situation In 
the U.S. There has been, he adcl- 
ed, a lack of “self-restraint” in 
expanding productive capacity. 

Asked whether the joint Gov- 
ernment-industry efforts to pull 
textiles out of this slump would 
result in new Government regu- 
lations on the industry, Abe 
said (nat ew restrictions would 
probably be drawn up for the 
rayon staple industry particular- 
ly. Cotton, rayon and wool 
spinners are already subject to 
Government regulation on the 
size of their mills. 


The cotton spinning industry 
has reached its optimum peak, 
and will have to level off at the 
present spindleage, Abe said.

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Japan Issues | 
Statement 
On Timber 


WASHINGTON (Kyodo-UP)— 
The Japanese Embassy circulat- 


ed among newsmen Saturday a 
statement from its Government 
denying that wood imported 
from Soviet Russia was shipped 
to the U.S. as plywood, 

The embassy statement said: 

“It has recently been alleged 
that exports of Japanese hard- 
wood plywood to the United 
States were manufactured in 
. whole or In part from timber im- 
‘ported into Japan from the So- 
viet Union, 

“Concerned with this rumor, 
which has received widespread 
circulation in the American 
press and elsewhere, the Em- 
bassy of Japan cabled Tokyo for 
a report on the matter. 

“Following is a translation of 
the cabled reply from the Gov- 
ernment of Japan, detailing the 
true facts on the subject: 

“‘In 1957, about 500,000 koku 
(or approximately 4,900,000 cu- 
bie feet) of lumber were import- 
ed from the Soviet Union. None 
of this lumber was used in the 
manufacture of plywood in 
Japan. The Soviet lumber is un- 
suitable for plywood manufac- 
turing (either as core or facing) 
because of the following charac- 
teristics: (1) It has too many 
knots; (2) adhesion of this type 
of wood is difficult; and (3) its 
diameter is too small. For these 
reasons, the percentage of util- 
ization would be low and the 
cost of production high, as com- 

red to Philippine lauan (ma- 
ogany) lumber which is avail- 
able in adequate quantities for 
the manufacture of plywood, 

“"The timber imported from 
the Soviet Union consisted main- 
ly of logs of silver fir, abies 
sachalinensus, and larch trees. 
The former two varieties were 
used for construction (42 per 
cent), packing materials (34 per 
cent) and furniture manufacture 
(24 per cent). The latter variety 
was used for construction (68 
per cent) and, as logs, for 
stakes, posts, piles and pickets 
(32 per cent.)’’ 


Queen Mary Tests 
Stabilizing Fins 


LONDON (Kyodo-UP) — The 
81,000-ton liner Queen Mary, 
which has been known to roll 
as much as 30-degrees in rough 
water, had a date with a gale 
Saturday to see if the trouble 
has been cured. 

Owners of the world's second 
largest liner scheduled the trial 
run to test four stabilizing fins 
that have been installed in the 
ship’s sides at a cost of $1.4 
million, 

The Queen Mary sailed from 
Southampton Friday night for 
the test 200 miles out in the 
Atlantic, where rough seas were 
forecast. 

Capt. George Morris said that 
if the weather failed to produce 
sufficiently heavy seas he 
would try to force the ship to 
roll by ordering violent maneu- 
vers.

New York Stock Market 


NEW YORK (AP)—The stock 
market had an easy chance to 
make a new 1958 high week but 
muffed it. 


Instead, the market declined 
for the first time in four weeks. 
The fall equaled this year’s 
sharpest weekly dip, that of the 
week ended Jan. 11. 

But there was nothing sensa- 

tional about the setback. It left 
the market in about the middle 
of the same narrow trading 
range that has confined it since 
1958 high was _ established 
Feb. 4.

Week's decline was the sharpest 
since the market dipped twice 
as far in the week ended Jast 
Dec. 21.

This squeiched a modest 
recovery trend as the aluminums 
and other metal stocks tumbled 
and brought other issues down 
with them. Alcoa and other 
American prducers announced 
price cuts the next day. 

In midweek, however, news 
that machine tool orders had 
improved for the second straight 
month helped stocks of that in- 
dustry, which is considered an 
important indicator for the eco- 
nomy as a whole.

U.S. Firms Show 


Interest in Burma 

RANGOON (Kyodo-UP) — Fi- 
nance Minister Bo Khin Maung 
jale’s recent visit to the United 
States during which he invited 
foreign capital investment to 
help develop Burma's industries 
is beginning to pay off.

The mission by Eisenhower 
was announced as presidents of 
seven American republics called 
jor a bolder U.S. aid-and-invest- 
ment program to make Latin 
America a more effective world 
partner. 

The White House said the 
President's brother would visit 
Guatemala, El Salvador, Hon- 
duras, Nicaragua, Costa Rica 
and Panama. Exact dates and 
details will be announced later. 
Eisenhower is president of 
Johns Hopkins University, Balti- 
more. 


Iron Ore Deposits 
Valuable to India 


NEW DELHI (AP)—Geolo- 
gists have estimated that India 
contains “jfiearly 21,240,000,000 
tons of iron ore deposits, it was 
Officially stated in Parliament. 

Japanese experts recently in- 
vestigated three spots in Orissa 
and Madhya Pradesh States and 
estimated the reserves at G&88-- 
000,000 tons, Deputy Minister for 
Commerce and Industry Satish 
Chandra told parliamentary 
questioners. 

India and Japan signed agree- 
ment here March 20 for Japa- 
nese collaboration in the devel- 
opment of these three iron ore 
fields, with financial assistance 
provided under President 
Dwight D, Eisenhower's Asian 
Development Fund. 

Under the agreement, India 
will sell Japan 2 million tons 
of iron ore every year for 10 
years from 1964 to provide the 
need of Japan's expanding in- 
dustries. 

India herself would need an 
annual 12 million tons of iron 
ore from the end of the second 
plan in 1961 when all the stee) 
plants would go into production. 

Satish Chandra said during 
the year ending June 1958, In- 
dia had contracted to export 2,- 
343,960 tons of iron ore of which 
65 per cent or 1,529,886 tons 
were for Japan. The other im- 
porting countries were Czecho- 
slovakia 461,855 tons; Italy 151,- 
159 tons; Poland 110,774 tons; 
Hungary 22.000 tons: Yugo 
slavia 48.286 tons: Past Germany 
18,000 tons, and West Germany 
2,000 tons. 

The deputy minister said iron 
ore was one of India's best dol- 
lar earners and had annually 
earned during the past two 
years nearly 100,000,000 rupees 
$21 000,000) on the e average.

Railway Workers Continue to Fight Management on Wage Demands 


The private railway workers, 
affiliated with Shitetsu Soren 
(Japan Federation of Private 
Raliway Workers Unions), stag- 
ed a 24-hour nationwide strike 
twice during the past week. 
Indications are that they will 
go on a third strike again this 
Thureday to press their wage 
demands, 


The socalled spring labor 
offensive, of which the railway 
workers are acting as the van- 
guard, is thus assuming propor- 
tions larger than expécted. 

Sohyo, an over-all labor fede- 
ration integrating Shitetau So- 
ren and many other unions 
under its higher command, now 
boasts that it is ready for a pro- 
tracted struggle. It is now try- 
ing to raise a ¥500 million 
strike fund, 


The management, pinched by 
the current economic siump, is 
also taking a firm stand as a 
whole. The way out from: titis 
grim confrontation between 
labor and management is still 
out of sight at this moment. 

Formela Spurned 

Not that the Central Labor 
Relations Commission is sium- 
bering. But the ¥1,000 wage 
raise formula proposed by 
CLAC chairman Dr. Ichiro Na- 
kayama has been spurned by 
the private railway workers, 
who now want at least a ¥1,350 
raise, a figure equal to that in 
last year’s settlement, 


The management does not 
want to go beyond the CLRC 
mediation forroula. It criticizes 
labor for utilizing the media- 
tion formula to start a process 
of further negotiations for a 
still higher raise. This practice, 
as the management side points 
out, ie becoming a pattern for 
collective bargaining in this 
country. 

Management has found a jus- 
tifiable cause in attempting to 
offset this practice. But its 
front became divided fast week 
when the Tokyu and Meitetsu 
railways. reached settlement at 
¥!'.410 and ¥1200, respectively, 
early Sunday morning just as 
the day of the first-wave strike 
was breaking.

Ambassador Everett Drumright 
had expressed American concern 
over the Japan-Taiwan rift to 
Chinese authorities and caution- 
ed them “not to go too far.” 

The Government hopes to an- 
nounce its official view on the 
matter possibly some time this 
week. It recognizes the need 
of. more trade with mainiand 
China but no tlegal status of 
the Peiping Government or of 
the latter's trade mission, 
either. 

The controversial hoisting of 
the Communist Chinese flag in 
Tokyo is not recognized as a 
legal right, consequentiy. Though 
the Taipei authorities seem to 
object even to fiving a Commu- 
nist Chinese flag as a physical 
fact, Ambassador Kensuke Hori- 
nouchi, who left for Taipei early 
yesterday morning, is expected 
to try giving further explara- 
tions of the Japanese view, 

Economy Discussed 

During the past week, the 
otherwise sluggish Diet witnesrs- 
ed a rather lively discussion on 
the present state of Japan's na- 
tional economy. The Lower 
House Budget Committee on 
Tuesday and the Upper House 
Budget Committee on Tuesday 
and Wednesday heard testi- 
monies from Prime Minister Ki- 
shi, Finance Minister Hisato 
Iichimada, Masarmmichi Yamagiwa, 
governor of the Bank of Japan 
and Ichiro Kono, director of the 
Economic Planning Agency. 

The crux of the problem les 


in the question whether the 
financial authorities should pay 
more attention to such symp- 
toms of a slump as production 
curtailment and unemployment 
than at present, now that the 
trade balance is improving. 


View Changing 

An affirmative answer to this 
question would mean @ modifi- 
cation in the official view that 
any economy boosting effect 
should be sought at this mo- 
ment in export but not in ad- 
justments in the domestic finan- 
cial policies that might increase 
imports and ruin the fruits of 
past efforts. 


The view of Goro Fujise 
(Japan Times March 18), for 
example, is, that “the focus of 
Japan’s economie problems is 
shifting from a shortage of for- 
eign currency reserve to Over- 
production.” During. the past 
week, the official view was re- 
ported to have registered some 
change in the same direction. 


It remains to be seen, how- 
ever, what concrete steps the 
financial authorities are ready 
to take. The question has a po- 
litical, as well as economic sig- 
nificance at this time, when a 
general election is expected. 


Police Close Case 


On the police beat, it was re- 
ported that investigators have 
virtually closed the dossier over 
two suspected murders involv- 
ing foreigners. The Police 
Agency formally reported to the 
Lower House Steering Commit- 
tee Tuesday that the death of 
Chou Chia-shen, a 43-year-old 
trader from Hongkong, was 
caused by accidental gas poison- 
ing. The Diet wanted the police 
report in connection with the 
investigation of an aileged scan- 
dal over permit issuance for the 
importation of 10,000 tons of 
Dominican sugar. 


Both the Japanese and Amer- 
ican investigators admitted that 
they saw no light over the cir- 
cumstances of death of Army 
Set. Emmett E. Dugan from 
Crafton, Pa., whose body was 
found floating in Tokyo harbor 
March 12. Dugan was a US. 
Army intelligence agent, whose 
work was related to Communist 
China. Speculations were rife 
either that he was murdered 
by Communists or that he had 
some contact with a narcotics 
smuggling ring. 

The public was thus left puz- 
ziing over some aspects of 
these crimes and also sizing up 
the capability of the Japanese 
police in this kind of criminal 
investigation.

RADIO MOSCOW, Via Radio- 
press-——-The latest officiai docu- 
ments on the summit conference 
have been published a United 
States memorandum and a So- 
viet memorandum. We Soviet 
people are very disappointed 
that the United States has not 
replied ‘as yet to our concerete 
proposals. 

Look at the American memo- 
randum. Just like in the pre- 
vious statements on the sum- 
mit taiks. the United States 
does not reply to several im- 
portant questions raised by the 
Soviet Union. We have not 
been informed what America 
thinks about discussing at the 
conference, the cessation of 
nuclear tests, what is its atti- 
tude to the Rapacki plan for es- 
tablishing an atorm-free zone in 
Central Europe, to a nonag- 
gression pact, to our ideas for 
averting surprise attacks, for 
developing trade and to other 
questions, : 

We would like to know 
America’s stand regarding our 
proposals. For instance, we 
examine in detail not only our 
own ideas for the conference 
agenda explaining our views, 
bul we respond to every Amer- 


ican offer. We examine it and 
then point in full why some 
of the proposals we feel are , 


geneficial ones and why we can- 
not agree to others, 

America, however, does no- 
thing but advance its own views. 
Now here is another point you 
might notice when reading the 
two documents. When the USSR 


acvances to meet the Ameri- 
can views, Washington also 
takes new steps but not to 


bring the two sides closer, It 
goes. the other way, Remember 
how the Soviet Union accepted 
several ideas to approach 
America’s stand on top-level 
negotiations, such as a German 
peace treaty. broader contacts, 
and the cosmic space? But 
what happened? Washington let 
it go at that and continued to 
insist on questions that will not 
help to relax tensions but. will 
intensify the cold war. 


They persist in Washington 
on discussing the internal af- 
fairs of the Eaat European 
countries, including countries 
with which the United States 
tInaintains diplomatic relations. 
It is obvious that these are not 
questions fo a eonference 


peace. They are for a conference 
to instigate hostility and 
mistrust among nations. 

Besides, the United States 
latest memorandum raises the 
question of ideological differ- 
ences between the capitalist and 
the socialist countries. Of course, 
no summit conference can suc- 
ceed if it will quarrel about 
ideology. It seems they have 
forgotten in Washington about 
the principles of peaceful 
coexistence of different social 
Systems, for which the Ameri- 
can delegate voted at the 
General Assembly. 


I suppose everyone who has 
Tread the American and the 
Soviet memorandums realizes 
how important the agenda is 
in preparing the top-level 
talks. Diplomatic correspondence 
has been going on about it 
for several months now, but 
still no list of questions has 
been agreed on, 

What is the way out then? 
The Washington memorandum 
does not indicate any way out. 
It mentions nothing but general 
phrases about the need for 
preparatory work. The Soviet 
Union, however, has agreed to 
certain opinions of the Western 
Powers and has offered to have 
the foreign ministers meet next 
month. They could work out 
an agenda and settle the com- 
position of the summit con- 
ference. They could decide on 
the time and the place for it, 

Now, only the future will 
show whether the United 
States wishes to take advantage 
of this opportunity to skip out 
of the conference or whether it 
will continue to delay it,

Mock Joya 


O-Shirassama 


In many Tohoku or northeast- 
ern districts of the country, the 
people still worship O-Shira- 
sara. It is said to be the kami 
or deity of silkworms or serl- 
culture, but in many places it 
is worshipped as the deity gov- 
erning all farm work. Various 
different customs developed in 
worshipping O-Shira-sama_  ac- 
cording to district. 

O-Shira-sama is said to have 
originated from a tradition 
about a beautiful maiden and a 
fine horse. The beautiful daugh- 
ter of a wealthy family fell 
in love with a magnificent horse 
kept at the house. Learning of 
the affair, her father angrily 
killed the horse. In despair the 
girl died. Then the spirit of the 
maiden and the horse rose to 
heaven, and as they came down 
on the mulberry tree in the 
family garden they turned into 
silkworms. 


O-Shira-sama, as it fs still 
worshipped, is represented by a 
pair of crude dolis, made of 
short mulberry sticks, about 8 
to 10 inches long, loosely wrap- 
ped up in cotton or silk cloths, 
the top ends of the sticks form- 
ing crude heads. One doll stands 
for the male and the other the 
female, In some places, the 
male is made from the mulberry 
tree from the east side of the 
house and the female that from 
the west. Again in some places, 
the dolls are made of bamboo 
sticks. 

Once a year, the O-Shira-sama 
are taken out of their box, and 
dressed in new dresses called 
Osendaku. Their faces are given 
a fresh whitening. Osendaku 
is believed to possess curing 
powers and when one has a pain 
in any part of the body, the 
sore spot is supposed to heal 
when rubbed with Osendaku. 
When a horse is sick, Osendaku 
is tied to its mane. 


O-Shira-sama is also the guar- 
dian of children, and when a 
baby is born it is made O-Shira- 
sama’s baby. Children also play 
with O-Shira-sama to tell their 
fortune. Holding O-Shira-sama 
in the hand, a child turns around 
a tree branch with a bent end, 
and the direction pointed by the 
end shows from where good 
luck will come. 


110 Years Ago 
Today 


(From the files of The Japan Times) 
Mareh 31, 1948 

The Government continued 
to face difficulties in its efforts

Brawl Over Waterway 


Suez-Aqaba Stalemate at Geneva Meet

CATRO. (INS)—The trouble- 
some Middle Bast, still sputter- 
ing like an angry fuse, is stir- 
ring another violent internation- 
al controversy today for who 
has what right to sail where and 
when i: a waterway truly inter- 
national? 


Echoes of that bitter running 
Arab-Israeli squabble are being 
heard through the conference 
halls at Geneva where delegates 
of && nations are attempting, 
under United Nations auspices, 
to codify the laws of the sea. 


Egypt still refuses to let 
Israeli ships pass through the 
Suez Canal, and Saudi Arabia is 
spearheading a — highly-vocal 
campaign to declare the Gulf of 
Aqaba a closed Arab waterway, 
thus denying Israel access to 
her southernmost port of Elath. 


Whatever else emerges from 
the Geneva conference, where 
some of the world’s foremost 
legal minds are at work, the 
Egyptians and Saudis can be ex- 
pected to stand firm on Suez 
and Aqaba. 


There is no generally accept- 
ed body of law today which sets 
forth precise statutes for inter- 
national waters, 


The Montreux Convention, 
governing Turkey’s Black Sea 
Straits, has expired, but its pro- 
visions continue In effect since 
none of the signatory powers 
has denounced it. 


There also have been recur- 
rent rumblings of a Panamanian 
effort to resume sovereignty 
over that vital canal. 


But even these delicate issues 
fail to match the complications 
of the Suez-Aqaba stalemate 
when international experts start 
proposing solutions. 


Egypt's delegation at Geneva 
is seeking adoption of a resolu- 
tion declaring that the Gulf of 
Aqaba should be regarded as 
Egyptian territorial waters, 
with Saudi Arabia holding a 
share. Egypt claims a 12-mile 
limit for jts territorial waters in- 
stead of the six-mile limit which 
has been enforced, 


The Egyptians further are de- 
manding that the Suez Canal 
should be regarded as an Egyp- 
tian inland waterway subject to 
the provisions of the 1888 Con- 
stantinople Convention. 


Open to All 


That convention declared that 
the Suez Canal should be open 
to all ships, without discrimina- 
tion, in time of war as well as 
peace. It also gave Egypt the 
right to take any measures 
necessary to safeguard her own 
security, 


The Egyptians deny Israeli 
ships access to the canal as a 
“security measure,” noting that 
the 1949 Egvptian-Israeli armis- 
tice did not end the state of war 
hetween the two bitter rivals. 
No Ship flying the Israeli flag 
has passed through Suez. 


The Aqaba situation is a bit 
different. Prior to the Novem- 
ber 1956 Middle East outbreak, 
the Egyptians prevented Israeli 
ships from plying the 90-mile- 
long gulf by threatening to use 
coastal guns mounted on the is- 
lands of Tiran and Sanafir at 
the guif’s narrow entrance. 


But the Israelis captured the 
islands and smashed the guns 
in their Sinai assault, and for 
the past year the Aqaba area 
has been patroled by a handful 
of Scandinavian United Nations 
troops. About six Israeli ships 
a month now steam through the 
gulf which connects the port of 
Elath with the Red Sea. 


There is no clear-cut interna- 
tional precedent for a solution. 
For example, the Baltic is even 
narrower at its entrance than 
the Gulf of Aqaba. Yet any ves- 
sel can enter or depart in peace- 
time. During wars it is a matter 
of relative naval strength. 

Some international experts 
feel the Saudis are seeking a 
precedent at Aqaba which could, 
at least in theory, be dangerous 
for themselves. Through their 
islands of Tiran and Sanafir, 
they claim the entrance to the 


guif is territorial and subject 
to their domination. 


The islands previously were 


occupied by the Egyptians 
under a Cairo-Riyadh “lease” 
arrangement. 


Have Same Right 


If this claim can be legally 
enforced, the British and French 
could exercise exactly the same 
right against the Saudi Arabs 
and Egyptians in the Red Sea, 
of which Aqaba is one arm. 


Britain controls the Aden Pro- 
tectorate on the northern side 
of the narrow éntrance. France 
controls the other shore in 
French Somaliland. 


In the middie of the Bab-el- 
Mandeb Strait which leads into 
the Red Sea from the Aden Guif 
lies the island of Perim. This 
has been a British possession 
for more than 100 years, and 
according to the Saudi argu- 
ment, the passage on either side 
of Perim becomes territorial 
waters under either British or 
French control, 

There have been no hints 
from either London or Paris 
that such pressure might be 
applied. But the legal situation 
is similar. 

Denmark and Sweden have 
an even better claim to shut off 
the Baltic. The Oresund Strait 
between them is narrower than 
many a river mouth. ‘ 

Saudi delegates at Geneva 
have been arguing that interna- 
tional laws governing territorial 
and international waters can 
only apply in time of peace. 
This position—that a state of 
war still exists with Israel— 
is held by all Arab states, what- 
ever their other political differ- 
ences. 

Many international lawyers 
agree that Israel's claim to the 
right of passage for her ships 
sailing in the Gulf of Aqaba and 
through Tiran Strait is valid 
only if a state of war does not 
exist between Israel and Egypt. 

The question of offshore ter- 
ritorial waters has never been 
satisfactorily resolved. In theo- 
ry, a three-mile limit is still in 
general acceptance, 


Limit Extended 


But the U.S. itself moved the 
distance to 12 miles in an effort 
to hamper bootleggers during 
the prohibition era. 

For purposes of subsurface 
mineral exploration, wider 
limits have been proclaimed, 
The same is true of fishing 
rights. Peru argues it has 
jurisdiction 200 miles out. 

In the 18th century, a Dutch 
formula contended waters were 
territorial when within cannon 
shot of the shore. The U.S. in- 
troduced this into international 
law, fixing the lMmit at three 
miles. 

But a Venezuelan arbitration 
case in 1903 specified that even 
when territorial waters inter- 
vened in open seaways, ships of 
all countries retained right of 
innocent passage. A Hague con- 
ference in 1930 failed to reach 
agreement on the issue. 

At the Potsdam Conference 
in. July 1945, former President 
Truman suggested. that all in- 
ternationally strategic channels 
should be opened to ships of all 
nations. 

According to Truman’s mem- 
oirs, former British Prime Min- 
ister Sir Winston Churchill 
agreed, but argued that Suez 
was already “open in war and 
peace to all.” 

This, of course, Was not true 
when the British controled the 
canal—as the Axis found out 
in World War Il and Israel dis- 
covered in 1950. It is not true 
today with the canal under 
Egyptian management. 

Recently, the Saudi Arabians 
have hinted several times that 
they were planning to take 
“measures” to prevent Israeli 
Ships from using Aqaba, 

The Israelis, in turn, have 
issued statements declaring 
their intention of running a 
“test” ship through Suez. 

Neither threat has materializ- 
ed and is not likely to—unless 
and until either side is ready 
for a full-dress shooting war. 

Nor jis it expected that any 
solution acceptable to all sides 
will emerge at Geneva, 
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
